Cqurt Judge Edward’’ Jf 
• Sijhwartr. The FBI fought to 


keep the files secret but the 
Ninth U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco 
upheld Schwartz’s order. 

Assistant U. S. Attorney 
John Neece said the 2dpage 
- FBI summary mentions Ex- 
ner, usually under her first 
married name of "Judith 
Campbell, in a total of 92 re- ' . 
por^s made by the FBI be- 
tween 1962 and last January. 

The summary does not • 
mention Xennedy,. with' 
whom Exner says she had a 
relationship from I960 to 
. 1962. The report' refers to 
Giancana as; “a leader of or-/^ 
ganized crime in this coun- ' 
try.” Giancana was shot to 
death ’execution-style last 
year in his Chicago home. : 
Exher has said her last con-. 

' versation with him was in 
late 1904. t- 

. The summary excludes 


many of the FBI’s reports ■ 
on grounds of confidential- 
ity-of somrces, investigations 
in progrses and administra- 
tive reasons. A report link- 
ing Exher with Johnny Ro- 
seUi, described in the sum- 
mary as “a reputed -West 
Coast S 3 mdicate hoodlum,” 
is withheld completely. 

There are numerous 
blocked out names, includ- 
ing a vague reference to a 
U. S. congressman and an- 
other to a political figure 
who “admitted having af- 
fairs with a number of 
women, including Judy 
Campbell.” 

; The reference to the con- 
gressman is contained in a 
1962 report that indicated 
that in the week prior to 
May 14, 1962, Exner had rs- ' 
ceived “a call from an ”” 


named congressman who 
had described her as a ro- 
mantic figure, and said he 
wished to get acquainted 
with her.” ' - 
- The reports describe, nu- 
merous meetings , between 
Exner and Eoselli, including 
a 1962 X.OS Angeles meeting 
at the Beverly Crest Hotel 
in which Exner paid $600 in 
cash for her hotel bill. The 
.name of a New York man 
described as '“a top hood- 
lum” is deleted. 

Exner, pow 41, was int^- j 
viewed by FBI agents in 
May, 1961, concerning her 
relationship with Giancana, 
the summary said. , Exner 
claims that she met Gian- 
cana about 15 months befofe 
thattimel 

Exner now lives with her 
husband in San Diego.
